Greece Agrees 
to Rigid U. S. 
Supervision 


Washington, June 20. —(UP) — 


The 
Greek 
government 
today 


signed an agreement providing fo"r 
rigid American supervision 
over 


Greece's economy during the life 
of the $300,000,000 U. S. 
aid pro- 
gram. 


The Greek-American accord was 


signed in Alhens by Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh, United Stales ambassador 
lo Greece, and Greek premier Con- 
slanline Tsaldaris. Texts of the ac- 
cord were made public simulatns- 
ously here and in Athens. 


Over Tsaldaris' earlier protests, 


the agreement carries a provision 
that American press and radio re- 
pesentalives will be given a free 
hand to observe and report on utili- 
zation of the aid funds. The Greek 
premier during preliminary talks 
held thai such a provision might re- 
sult in 
correspondents 
"looking 


over his shoulder." 


The accord also provides that: 
1. Dwight P. Griswold, chief of 


American mission, and members 
of his staff shall enjoy the same 
diplomatic privileges and immuni- 
ties granted personnel of the Amer- 
ican embassy in Greece. 


2. Mission personnel 
shall 
be 


supplied wilh proper Greek rec- 
ords, accounts, 
and 
information 


necessary to implement the pro- 
gram. 


3. Americans "will exercise such 


functions 
as are

proper" to complete the aid pro-

signed an agreement providing fo"r 
rigid American supervision 
over 


Greece's economy during the life 
of the $300,000,000 U. S. 
aid pro- 
gram. 


The Greek-American accord was 


signed in Alhens by Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh, United Stales ambassador 
lo Greece, and Greek premier Con- 
slanline Tsaldaris. Texts of the ac- 
cord were made public simulatns- 
ottsly here and in Athens. 


Over Tsaldaris' earlier protests, 


the agreement carries a provision 
that American press and radio re- 
pes-entalives will be given a free 
hand to observe and report on utili- 
zation of the aid funds. The Greek 
premier during preliminary talks 
held thai such a provision might re- 
sult in 
correspondents 
"looking 


over his shoulder." 


The accord also provides that: 
1. Dwight P. Griswold, chief of 


American mission, and members 
of his staff shall enjoy the same 
diplomatic privileges and immuni- 
ties granted personnel of the Amer- 
ican embassy in Greece. 


2. Mission personnel 
shall 
be 


supplied v.'ilh proper Greek rec- 
ords, accounts, 
and 
information 


necessary to implement the pro- 
gram. 


3. Americans "will exercise such 


functions 
as are 
necessary 
and 


proper" to complete the aid pro- 
ject, and use any Greek resources 
"to advance reconstruction 
and 


secure recovery as soon as possi- 
ble." 


4. Greece will not use any part 


of the aid to make interest or prin- 
cipal payments on loans held by 
ioreign govern ment.s. 


5. Greece will not transfer any

Cake Makeup

Do you apply your make-up by 


the cotton-swabbing method?

one in each hand. See that each 
wad carries an equal amount of 
make-up to your face.

Swabs Smooth 
Cake Makeup

Do you apply your make-up by 


the cotton-swabbing method? 


so, use two wads of cotton,, 
one in each hand. See that each 
wad carries an equal amount of 
make-up to your face. 


Putting on make-up 
by this 


two-handed method will give you 
a more uniform application than 
the one-handed method.

Swabs Smooth 
Cake Makeup

Do you apply your make-up by 


the cotton-swabbing method?

New York, June 23 — Louis L. 


Horch, the regional director of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce for 
New York and New Jersey, by ap- 
pointment of Henry Wallace, testi- 
fied that he first met Prof. Nicho- 
las Roorich, the Russian mystic, 
orientalist 
find painter, in 
New 


York in 1922. Horch then was worth 
about $1,500,000, amassed as a for- 
ign exchange broker and specula- 
tor. Roorich took him to inspect 
his art school in unattractive quar- 
ters in a poor neighborhood and 
invited him and Mrs. Horch 
to 


back the school financially. 
This 


testimony was given in court pro- 
ceedings in New York in 1936 after 
Horch and 
Henry 
Wallace 
had 


broken with Roerich 
and 
while 


Roerich was still in Asia collect- 
ing grass seed for the Department 
of 
Agriculture at 
Wallace's re- 
quest. 


From the testimony it appears 


that Horch was at once a zealot 
of a religion which he did 
not 


understand and a fanatical adher- 
ent of a guru, or leader, but still 
a practical promoter. He put more 
than $1,100,000 into Roerich's pro- 
gram, including the Lamscry 
on 


Riverside Drive where the priests 
and priestesses of the cult wore to 
enjoy free living quarters for life 
and into Roerich's explorations in 
Tibet. He did this with hearty de- 
votion to the philosophy of the old 
guru, who has a countenance 
of 


Oriental cast and affects Chinese 
dress. In one letter introduced in 
evidence, he wrote 
that he and 


"Porpoma," which was his wife's 
mystical name, considered it "the 
greatest privilege and honor" to 
pay $500,000 for some of Roerichs 
paintings. "It was our joy," 
he 


wrote, "to be able to give, without 
a thought of ever receiving back 
the principal nor interest. It would 
take books and books to write in 
them what re received." 


But after he lost a great deal of 


money nc and Wallace iell out with 
Roerich. 
Horch then went 
out 


to get control of the Lamasery. A 
bitter fight ensued between Horch 
and the faithful. He won the law- 
suit even at the dizziest height of 
his infatuation, Horch was shrewd 
enough to' advocate 
a 
publicity 


campaign to build up Roerich and 
himself in the public mind. He re- 
vealed a desire to be an important 
fellow in culture and art. On Aug. 
11, 1924, he wrote to Roerich and 
Mmc. Roerich, as 
"My 
dearest 


mother and 
father," 
'remarking 


that their standing had grown since 
the museum had been opened in 
their honor. 


"And now," he added, "if 
you 


take me with you and introduce 
me you can easily see what solid- 
ity and standing it will give me." 


On Dec. 8, 193G, from Paris, he 


wrote to fellow disciples in New 
York, criticizing an article about 
Roerich and his cult in a musical 
publication. 


"It was .wrong," he wrote, 
"to 


say 
'exhibitions' 
were given by 


many of our pupils and one was 
give by Nicholas Roerich!' Why 
to say "The crowning event of the 
season was an exhibition by Roe- 
ich!" Always glorify the master in- 
stitution and our guru. They must 
always be sookcn of in the highest 
possible terms. If we don't speak 
in exalted terms about those crea- 
tions of our beloved master, who 
will?" 


Then Horch added a not exces- 


sively subtle plug for L. L. Horch. 


"Instead of L. 'L. Horch, finan- 


cier and president," he wrote, "put 
L. L, Horch, financier, man of big 
vision, etc., etc.. he is president of 
the institution." 


Horch said a few days ago that 


lie now had so little money 
that 


ho really needed his government 
salary as a regional chief of the 
Department of Commerce. 


In his testimony ho said, "I was 


very much interested in art and 
culture all my life" and indicated 
thai this interest was stimulated by 
his youthful studies in Mannheim, 
Germany. He comes from New Or- 
leans. His official personal record 
in the government files indicates 
that he spent only a few childhood 
years 
in an 
institution 
Ma- 


heim called a high school. 


I 1934, when Roerich was pre- 


paring to go to Mongolia and China 
for the Department of Agriculture, 
Horch 
had 
conversations 
with 


Roerich. In 
his 
testimony 
two 


years later he said "Roerich ex- 
ppftod to be head of Siberia." 


By "head of Siberia" he meant 


ruler of some kind. 


The Stale Department was vexocl 


by Roerich's conduct in Japp.n and 
Manchuckuo, 
and 
Wallace 
was 


blamed for his activity. 


"Do you recall writing on March 


14, 1934: 
'Father 
told 
us of the 


plans for the future?' " Horch was 
asked. 
"Yes," lie said. "He spoke of Si- 


beria and the whole future. One of 
his plans was that ho was going to 
be head of Siberia.' 


The Rool'y guru letters, done in 


a hmidwriting strongly similar to 
Wallace's own, resemble in mysti- 
cal tone many of Horch's letters 
to Roorich. Wallace was an inti- 
mate of the Roerich circle and it 
was in those surroundings that lie 
met Horch.

New York and New Jersey, by ap- 
pointment of Henry Wallace, testi- 
fied that he first met Prof. Nicho- 
las Roorich, the Russian mystic, 
orientalist 
find painter, in 
New 


York in 1922. Horch then was worth 
about $1,500,000, amassed as a for- 
ign exchange broker and specula- 
tor. Roorich took him to inspect 
his art school in unattractive quar- 
ters in a poor neighborhood and 
invited him and Mrs. Horch 
to 


back the school financially. 
This 


testimony was given in court pro- 
ceedings in New York in 1936 after 
Horch and 
Henry 
Wallace 
had 


broken with Roerich 
and 
while 


Roerich was still in Asia collect- 
ing grass seed for the Department 
of 
Agriculture at 
Wallace's re- 
quest. 


From the testimony it appears 


that Horch was at once a zealot 
of a religion which he did 
not 


understand and a fanatical adher- 
ent of a guru, or leader, but still 
a practical promoter. He put more 
than $1,100,000 into Roerich's pro- 
gram, including the Lamscry 
on 


Riverside Drive where the priests 
and priestesses of the cult wore to 
enjoy free living quarters for life 
and into Roerich's explorations in 
Tibet. He did this with hearty de- 
votion to the philosophy of the old 
guru, who has a countenance 
of 


Oriental cast and affects Chinese 
dress. In one letter introduced in 
evidence, he wrote 
that he and 


"Porpoma," which was his wife's 
mystical name, considered it "the 
greatest privilege and honor" to 
pay $500,000 for some of Roerichs 
paintings. "It was our joy," 
he 


wrote, "to be able to give, without 
a thought of ever receiving back 
the principal nor interest. It would 
take books and books to write in 
them what re received." 


But after he lost a great deal of 


money nc and Wallace iell out with 
Roerich. 
Horch then went 
out 


to get control of the Lamasery. A 
bitter fight ensued between Horch 
and the faithful. He won the law- 
suit even at the dizziest height of 
his infatuation, Horch was shrewd 
enough to' advocate 
a 
publicity 


campaign to build up Roerich and 
himself in the public mind. He re- 
vealed a desire to be an important 
fellow in culture and art. On Aug. 
11, 1924, he wrote to Roerich and 
Mmc. Roerich, as 
"My 
dearest 


mother and 
father," 
'remarking 


that their standing had grown since 
the museum had been opened in 
their honor. 


"And now," he added, "if 
you 


take me with you and introduce 
me you can easily see what solid- 
ity and standing it will give me." 


On Dec. 8, 193G, from Paris, he 


wrote to fellow disciples in New 
York, criticizing an article about 
Roerich and his cult in a musical 
publication. 


"It was .wrong," he wrote, 
"to 


say 
'exhibitions' 
were given by 


many of our pupils and one was 
give by Nicholas Roerich!' Why 
to say "The crowning event of the 
season was an exhibition by Roe- 
ich!" Always glorify the master in- 
stitution and our guru. They must 
always be sookcn of in the highest 
possible terms. If we don't speak 
in exalted terms about those crea- 
tions of our beloved master, who 
will?" 


Then Horch added a not exces- 


sively subtle plug for L. L. Horch. 


"Instead of L. 'L. Horch, finan- 


cier and president," he wrote, "put 
L. L, Horch, financier, man of big 
vision, etc., etc.. he is president of 
the institution." 


Horch said a few days ago that 


lie now had so little money 
that 


ho really needed his government 
salary as a regional chief of the 
Department of Commerce. 


In his testimony ho said, "I was 


very much interested in art and 
culture all my life" and indicated 
thai this interest was stimulated by 
his youthful studies in Mannheim, 
Germany. He comes from New Or- 
leans. His official personal record 
in the government files indicates 
that he spent only a few childhood 
years 
in an 
institution 
Ma- 


heim called a high school. 


I 1934, when Roerich was pre- 


paring to go to Mongolia and China 
for the Department of Agriculture, 
Horch 
had 
conversations 
with 


Roerich. In 
his 
testimony 
two 


years later he said "Roerich ex- 
ppftod to be head of Siberia." 


By "head of Siberia" he meant 


ruler of some kind. 


The Stale Department was vexocl 


by Roerich's conduct in Japp.n and 
Manchuckuo, 
and 
Wallace 
was 


blamed for his activity. 


"Do you recall writing on March 


14, 1934: 
'Father 
told 
us of the 


plans for the future?' " Horch was 
asked. 
"Yes," lie said. "He spoke of Si- 


beria and the whole future. One of 
his plans was that ho was going to 
be head of Siberia.' 


The Rool'y guru letters, done in 


a hmidwriting strongly similar to 
Wallace's own, resemble in mysti- 
cal tone many of Horch's letters 
to Roorich. Wallace was an inti- 
mate of the Roerich circle and it 
was in those surroundings that lie 
met Horch.

New York, June 23 — Louis L. 


Horch, the regional director of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce for 
New York and New Jersey, by ap- 
pointment of Henry Wallace, testi- 
fied that he first met Prof. Nicho- 
las Roorich, the Russian mystic, 
orientalist 
find painter, in 
New 


York in 1922. Horch then was worth 
about $1,500,000, amassed as a for- 
ign exchange broker and specula- 
tor. Roorich took him to inspect 
his art school in unattractive quar- 
ters in a poor neighborhood and 
invited him and Mrs. Horch 
to 


back the school financially. 
This 


testimony was given in court pro- 
ceedings in New York in 1936 after 
Horch and 
Henry 
Wallace 
had 


broken with Roerich 
and 
while 


Roerich was still in Asia collect- 
ing grass seed for the Department 
of 
Agriculture at 
Wallace's re- 
quest. 


From the testimony it appears 


that Horch was at once a zealot 
of a religion which he did 
not 


understand and a fanatical adher- 
ent of a guru, or leader, but still 
a practical promoter. He put more 
than $1,100,000 into Roerich's pro- 
gram, including the Lamscry 
on 


Riverside Drive where the priests 
and priestesses of the cult wore to 
enjoy free living quarters for life 
and into Roerich's explorations in 
Tibet. He did this with hearty de- 
votion to the philosophy of the old 
guru, who has a countenance 
of 


Oriental cast and affects Chinese 
dress. In one letter introduced in 
evidence, he wrote 
that he and 


"Porpoma," which was his wife's 
mystical name, considered it "the 
greatest privilege and honor" to 
pay $500,000 for some of Roerichs 
paintings. "It was our joy," 
he 


wrote, "to be able to give, without 
a thought of ever receiving back 
the principal nor interest. It would 
take books and books to write in 
them what re received." 


But after he lost a great deal of 


money nc and Wallace iell out with 
Roerich. 
Horch then went 
out 


to get control of the Lamasery. A 
bitter fight ensued between Horch 
and the faithful. He won the law- 
suit even at the dizziest height of 
his infatuation, Horch was shrewd 
enough to' advocate 
a 
publicity 


campaign to build up Roerich and 
himself in the public mind. He re- 
vealed a desire to be an important 
fellow in culture and art. On Aug. 
11, 1924, he wrote to Roerich and 
Mmc. Roerich, as 
"My 
dearest 


mother and 
father," 
'remarking 


that their standing had grown since 
the museum had been opened in 
their honor. 


"And now," he added, "if 
you 


take me with you and introduce 
me you can easily see what solid- 
ity and standing it will give me." 


On Dec. 8, 193G, from Paris, he 


wrote to fellow disciples in New 
York, criticizing an article about 
Roerich and his cult in a musical 
publication. 


"It was .wrong," he wrote, 
"to 


say 
'exhibitions' 
were given by 


many of our pupils and one was 
give by Nicholas Roerich!' Why 
to say "The crowning event of the 
season was an exhibition by Roe- 
ich!" Always glorify the master in- 
stitution and our guru. They must 
always be sookcn of in the highest 
possible terms. If we don't speak 
in exalted terms about those crea- 
tions of our beloved master, who 
will?" 


Then Horch added a not exces- 


sively subtle plug for L. L. Horch. 


"Instead of L. 'L. Horch, finan- 


cier and president," he wrote, "put 
L. L, Horch, financier, man of big 
vision, etc., etc.. he is president of 
the institution." 


Horch said a few days ago that 


lie now had so little money 
that 


ho really needed his government 
salary as a regional chief of the 
Department of Commerce. 


In his testimony ho said, "I was 


very much interested in art and 
culture all my life" and indicated 
thai this interest was stimulated by 
his youthful studies in Mannheim, 
Germany. He comes from New Or- 
leans. His official personal record 
in the government files indicates 
that he spent only a few childhood 
years 
in an 
institution 
Ma- 


heim called a high school. 


I 1934, when Roerich was pre- 


paring to go to Mongolia and China 
for the Department of Agriculture, 
Horch 
had 
conversations 
with 


Roerich. In 
his 
testimony 
two 


years later he said "Roerich ex- 
ppftod to be head of Siberia." 


By "head of Siberia" he meant 


ruler of some kind. 


The Stale Department was vexocl 


by Roerich's conduct in Japp.n and 
Manchuckuo, 
and 
Wallace 
was 


blamed for his activity. 


"Do you recall writing on March 


14, 1934: 
'Father 
told 
us of the 


plans for the future?' " Horch was 
asked. 
"Yes," lie said. "He spoke of Si- 


beria and the whole future. One of 
his plans was that ho was going to 
be head of Siberia.' 


The Rool'y guru letters, done in 


a hmidwriting strongly similar to 
Wallace's own, resemble in mysti- 
cal tone many of Horch's letters 
to Roorich. Wallace was an inti- 
mate of the Roerich circle and it 
was in those surroundings that lie 
met Horch.

New York, June 23 — Louis L. 


Horch, the regional director of the 
U. S. Department of Commerce for 
New York and New Jersey, by ap- 
pointment of Henry Wallace, testi- 
fied that he first met Prof. Nicho- 
las Roorich, the Russian mystic, 
orientalist 
find painter, in 
New 


York in 1922. Horch then was worth 
about $1,500,000, amassed as a for- 
ign exchange broker and specula- 
tor. Roorich took him to inspect 
his art school in unattractive quar- 
ters in a poor neighborhood and 
invited him and Mrs. Horch 
to 


back the school financially. 
This 


testimony was given in court pro- 
ceedings in New York in 1936 after 
Horch and 
Henry 
Wallace 
had 


broken with Roerich 
and 
while 


Roerich was still in Asia collect- 
ing grass seed for the Department 
of 
Agriculture at 
Wallace's re- 
quest. 


From the testimony it appears 


that Horch was at once a zealot 
of a religion which he did 
not 


understand and a fanatical adher- 
ent of a guru, or leader, but still 
a practical promoter. He put more 
than $1,100,000 into Roerich's pro- 
gram, including the Lamscry 
on 


Riverside Drive where the priests 
and priestesses of the cult wore to 
enjoy free living quarters for life 
and into Roerich's explorations in 
Tibet. He did this with hearty de- 
votion to the philosophy of the old 
guru, who has a countenance 
of 


Oriental cast and affects Chinese 
dress. In one letter introduced in 
evidence, he wrote 
that he and 


"Porpoma," which was his wife's 
mystical name, considered it "the 
greatest privilege and honor" to 
pay $500,000 for some of Roerichs 
paintings. "It was our joy," 
he 


wrote, "to be able to give, without 
a thought of ever receiving back 
the principal nor interest. It would 
take books and books to write in 
them what re received." 


But after he lost a great deal of 


money nc and Wallace iell out with 
Roerich. 
Horch then went 
out 


to get control of the Lamasery. A 
bitter fight ensued between Horch 
and the faithful. He won the law- 
suit even at the dizziest height of 
his infatuation, Horch was shrewd 
enough to' advocate 
a 
publicity 


campaign to build up Roerich and 
himself in the public mind. He re- 
vealed a desire to be an important 
fellow in culture and art. On Aug. 
11, 1924, he wrote to Roerich and 
Mmc. Roerich, as 
"My 
dearest 


mother and 
father," 
'remarking 


that their standing had grown since 
the museum had been opened in 
their honor. 


"And now," he added, "if 
you 


take me with you and introduce 
me you can easily see what solid- 
ity and standing it will give me." 


On Dec. 8, 193G, from Paris, he 


wrote to fellow disciples in New 
York, criticizing an article about 
Roerich and his cult in a musical 
publication. 


"It was .wrong," he wrote, 
"to 


say 
'exhibitions' 
were given by 


many of our pupils and one was 
give by Nicholas Roerich!' Why 
to say "The crowning event of the 
season was an exhibition by Roe- 
ich!" Always glorify the master in- 
stitution and our guru. They must 
always be sookcn of in the highest 
possible terms. If we don't speak 
in exalted terms about those crea- 
tions of our beloved master, who 
will?" 


Then Horch added a not exces- 


sively subtle plug for L. L. Horch. 


"Instead of L. 'L. Horch, finan- 


cier and president," he wrote, "put 
L. L, Horch, financier, man of big 
vision, etc., etc.. he is president of 
the institution." 


Horch said a few days ago that 


lie now had so little money 
that 


ho really needed his government 
salary as a regional chief of the 
Department of Commerce. 


In his testimony ho said, "I was 


very much interested in art and 
culture all my life" and indicated 
thai this interest was stimulated by 
his youthful studies in Mannheim, 
Germany. He comes from New Or- 
leans. His official personal record 
in the government files indicates 
that he spent only a few childhood 
years 
in an 
institution 
Ma- 


heim called a high school. 


I 1934, when Roerich was pre- 


paring to go to Mongolia and China 
for the Department of Agriculture, 
Horch 
had 
conversations 
with 


Roerich. In 
his 
testimony 
two 


years later he said "Roerich ex- 
ppftod to be head of Siberia." 


By "head of Siberia" he meant 


ruler of some kind. 


The Stale Department was vexocl 


by Roerich's conduct in Japp.n and 
Manchuckuo, 
and 
Wallace 
was 


blamed for his activity. 


"Do you recall writing on March 


14, 1934: 
'Father 
told 
us of the 


plans for the future?' " Horch was 
asked. 
"Yes," lie said. "He spoke of Si- 


beria and the whole future. One of 
his plans was that ho was going to 
be head of Siberia.' 


The Rool'y guru letters, done in 


a hmidwriting strongly similar to 
Wallace's own, resemble in mysti- 
cal tone many of Horch's letters 
to Roorich. Wallace was an inti- 
mate of the Roerich circle and it 
was in those surroundings that lie 
met Horch.

On June 10, 1042, four southwest 
Arkansas newspapers set up the 
first daily T.slclypeselter Circuit 
in America—delivering perforated 
tape by telegraph lo run compos- 
ing room linotypes without an oper- 
ator. 


Those papers were: Hope Star, 
Caindcn News, Magnolia Banner- 
News, all receiving tape; and El 
Dorado Kvening Times, receiving 
copy. 


Now, five years after its estab- 


lishment, the Southwest Arkansas 
Xclctypcsetlcr Circuit has doubled 
its membership, with six papers 
receiving tape and two taking tele- 
graph copy. Added to the original 
members 
are these: 
DeQueen 


Daily Citizen, Stuttgart Leader & 
Arkansawycr, Helena World, re- 
ceiving tape; and Texarkana News, 
laking copy. 


The Star begun ils circuit opera- 


tion with a single telegraph re- 
ceiver (reperforator) and a single 
automatic linotype, 
1926 model.

Emperor Asks 
Jap People to 
Build Together 


By RALPH TEATSORTH 
Tokyo, June 23 — CUP)— Em- 


peror Hirohao today appealed to 
his people to unite in solving an 
"unparalleled" economic crisis and 
build Japan into a "nation oi peace 
and culture founded upon democ- 
racy." 


The emperor spoke at the open- 
ing session of tne new Japanese 
Diet in his new role as a sypf'tjol of 
the state. Standing stiffly before 
the elected representatives of his 
people, he talked for one minute of 
his nine-minute appearance in tha 
House councillors chamber of the 
national legislature. 


It was his first formal appear- 
ance before representatives' under 
the new democratic constitution. 


He told them in a firm voice that 
"Japan is now faced with an eco- 
nomic crisis unparalleled in his- 
tory." 


"It is my earnest hope that at 


this juncture "we Japanese people 
shall surmount this crisis by unit- 
ing as one man and succeeding in 
constructing a nation of peace and 
a nation ot culture founded 
upon 
democracy," he said. 
In tlie past such rescripts were 


in Ihe nature of commands, but to- 
day the emperor's language was 
clothed in polite terms. His speech 
was an appeal rather than a direc- 
tive. He was merely a guest oi 
the legislature. 
"I am very pleased to attend to- 
day's opening ceremony of the first 
session of the Diet and meet in 
one room with you who represent 
the entire nation," he said. 
"As set forth plainly in the con- 


stitution, the Diet is the highest 
organ of state power and the sole 
law-making authority of the state. 
Future development of our nation 
depends, therefore, upon the cor- 
rect operation of he Die." 


Instead of appearing in uniform, 
as was-his former custom, the em- 
peror was clad in a well-tailored 
morning coat and striped trousers.

This new law is a major turning 


point in the governmenl's policy
